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Continuation of 5. Applicant's reply has overcome the following rejection(s): Applicants' amendments have overcome the rejection of 
Claims 38 and 39 under 35 USC 1 12 2nd paragraph.. 

Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants argue that they have unexpectedly 
discovered that CCI-779 compositions comprising concentrations of d,l-alpha-tocopherol of 1% and higher result in increased oxidative 
impurities as compared to d,l-alpha-tocopherol of 0.2 and 0.5%, and that this is "counter to what is known and would be expected in the art" 
regarding antioxidants. Applicants further argue the combination of references "does not suggest that a composition containing more d,l- 
[alpha]-tocopherol antioxidant would result in compositions containing more oxidative impurities or that a composition containing less d,l- 
[alphaj-tocopherol antioxidant would result in compositions containing fewer oxidative impurities". 

Applicants' arguments are not persuasive. First, the instant claims do not specify the absence of oxidative impurities. Second, as 
presented in the previous Office Action Haeberlin et al teach rapamycin formulations comprising, inter alia, d,l-alpha-tocopherol at a 
concentration of 0.1%, absolute ethanol, propylene glycol, Cremophor (a polyethoxylated castor oil), and malonic acid. Substitution of CCI- 
779 for rapamycin and citric acid for malonic acid results in a formulation that anticipates or renders obvious instant Claims 13-16 and 31- 
37. 
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
